500 more 
units for 
West Bank

The ministerial committee on 
budgeting the strengthening of 
Israel settlements in the West Bank 
yesterday decided to build another 
500 heusing-aeite. hare, But Finarce 
Minister Simna Ehrlich denied 
reports that the committee had 
allocated IL4620m.-for the purpose. 

'The committee headed by Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, Finance 
Minister Ehriich and the chairman 
of the ministerial settlement com- 
mittee Ariel Sharon met in 
Jerusalem yesterday. {Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg who is also 2 
member of the committee did not at- 
tend yesterday's meeting.) 

The ministers decided to build 430 
housing units in Samaria and some 
200 housing units in the Jorfan 
Valley. Necessary infrastructure for 
agricultural developmen! wiil also 
be prepared. This projecct is cesigz- 
ed to increase the Jewish population 
in the West Bank by 2,500 from the 
present 7.000, a committee member 
told The Jerusalem Fos? iast night. 
Some 200 housing units w!1 be built 
in the Golan, the source added. 


The cabinet's decision last week to 
beet up the Jewish settlements in 
Judea and Samaria evoked sharp 
reactions from President Carter. 

One committee source who asked 
not to be identified told The Post that 
‘the ministers had allocated I.300m. 
for immediate expenditure and 
authorized the ministries to commis- 
sion work worth another IL300m. — 
all during the current flacal year en- 
ding April 1, 1979. The source noted 
that several weeks ago the govern- 
ment had allocated TL66m. to build a 
security road cutting across 
Samaria. The new budget does not 
include that allocation, the source

But Finance Minister Ehriich told

Arab committee to fight accords 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). — Arab 
foreign ministers yesterday formed 
a six-member committee to draw up 
a plan of action for tomorrow's 
meeting of thelr heads of state almed 
at launching a joint offensive against 
Egyptian-Israeli peace plans. 


The committee ia made up of the 
ministers of Jordan, Syria, Iraq, the 
Palestine Liberation Or; tion, 
Tunisia and Kuwait. It is expected to 
submit a draft paper today. 


The document will take into con- 
sideration individual working papers 
aiready submitted by verious 
delegates over the past two days. 
Virtually all members of the Arab 
League, except Egypt, are taking 
part in the Baghdad gathering which 
is mainly aimed at frustrating the 


conclusion of a separate Egyptian 
deal with Israel. 

Syrian Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Abdul-Halim 
Khaddam has demanded the imposi- 
tion of political and economic sanc- 
tions on Egypt, citing a resolution 
adopted by the Arab League in 1950. 
This provided for expelling any Arab 
country which collaborated with 
Israel. 

Jordan, however, said-that the 
Baghdad conferees will not take 
anti- measures, The Jordanian 
state radio said that the conferees 
were seeking alternatives to the 
Camp David accords. Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad has hinted that the 
Baghdad meeting might call for a 
return to the Geneva Middle East 
peace conference. 


Christians say Syrian tanks 
bombard militia positions 


BEIRUT. — Syrian tanks pounded 
Christian militia positions on the 
northeastern edge of Beirut yester- 
day, violating a three-week-old 
cease-fire, according to Christian 
sources. 

The “Voice of Lebanon" radio sta- 
tion of the Christian Phalange Party 
said two civilians were killed in fie 
tank bombardment that occurred at 
the Christian-populated suburb of 
Sinn el-Fil. 

The Syrians, who form the 
vanguard of a 30,000-man Arab army 
in Lebanon, made no comment on 
the charge. 

But a statement from the peace- 
Reeping command on Monday ac- 
cused Christian media and gunmen 
of deliberately escalating truce 
violations in Beirut, The com- 


munique reported that 18 Christian 
militiamen in East Beirut and 26 
Moslem gunmen in West Beirut were 
arrested in the last 24 hours for 
violating a ban on carrying arme in 
public. 


The ban was part of a drive to 
remove “armed manifestations” 
from the Moslem and Christian sec- 
tors of the capital as a prelude for a 
nation-wide disarmament 
programme designed to consolidate 
Lebanon's present truce. 

Christian leader Camille Cha- 
moun, a former president, forecast a 
“long period qf calm." Premier 
Salim al-Hoss travelled to Damascus 
for talks with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad on security conditions 
in Lebanon. κ

Israel, Egypt moving closer: 
Carter still upset at 


By WOLF BLITZER 
derusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — Senior White 
House aides yesterday were 
privately spreading the word 
that President Jimmy Carter 
wants to ‘“‘snub"' Prime Minister 
Menahem Eegin by not meeting 
with him this week. 

The officials conceded the 
possibility that Carter might even- 
tually reconsider and see Begin in 
New York. Both Carter and Begin 
are scheduled to be there tomorrow. 
But the officials said that as of 
yesterday, the president did not feel 
that it was important to meet with 
the Israeli leader. 

Instead, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance has been instructed to fly to 
New York" to see Begin, who will 
accept an award at a National Coun- 
cell of Churches dinner in New York 
tomorrow night. The premier flies to 
Los Angeles over the weekend before 
beginning an official visit to Cenada 
on Monday. 

Carter continues to be quite angry 
with Begin over last week's Israeli 
decision to expand existing 
settlements on the West Bank, accor- 
ding to White House aides. They satd 
that the president regards the move 
as a personal ‘‘slap in the face." 

Yet despite Carter's personal 
anger, the Blair House peace treaty 
negotiations continued to make good 
progress yesterday. For the first 
time in 10 days, the three delegations 
met. 

“Overall, the negotiations continue to 
move forward," the conference 
spokesman, George Sherman of the 
State Department, said. He deacrib- 
ed the meetings as “serious and 
systematic,"" adding that everyone 
involved was trying ‘‘very hard ta 
reach agreement." 

Israeli and Egyptian officials also 
continued to offer their upbeat 
assessments of the day before — 
leading to increased speculation 
here that some sort of breakthrough 
might be imminent. But officials 
Srom all three delegations cautioned 
that this final stage of the 
negotiations could last until early 
next week, ἢ 

Certainly, the pace of the talks 
yesterday suggested that the three 
delegations were involved in the, 
final stage. Sherman disclosed that 
the U.8. has put forward a ''clean" 
draft treaty which (ncorporates ‘he 


new arees of agreement reached 


during the past few days as well as 
the rem areas of disagree- 
ment, He called this a ‘‘mechanica]"" 
process, insisting that it should not 
be described as a third U.8. draft. 
The U.S. delegations earlier in- 
troduced two draft treaties which 
were subsequently revised. 

An Israeli conference source dis- 
closed that the Egyptians had asked 
to meet privately later in the day 
with Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
and Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
at the Madison Hotel — with no 
Americans present, This was seen as 
a continuation of a similar bilateral 
Isracli-Epyptian meeting on Sunday 
evening during which significant 
progress had been reached. 

The three delegations met at Blair 
House for a 75 minute session yester- 
day. Following lunch, Vance asked 
the legal advisers from the three 
delegations — Aharon Barak and 
Meir Rosenne from the Israeli team, 
Osama el-Baz from the Egyptian 
delegation, and Herbert Hansell 
from the U.S. — ta remain at Blair 
House to discuss certain "technical" 
points in the draft treaty. At the 
same time, U.S. Ambassador-at- 
large Alfred Atherton met jointly 
with the Israeli and Egyptian 
military experts, also discussing 
“technical” points. 

Officials confirmed that these 
were “positive” indications of the 
significant progress achieved since 
Dayan and Weizman returned last 


. week from Jerusalem. Clearly, the 


officials noted, the requested Israeli 
and Egyptian modifications were 
within reach of being bridged 
through mutual compromise. 

In one of those continuing strange 
-ironies of this conference, everyone 
now concedes that the strains 
between the U.S. and Israel over the 
settlements controversy are greater 
than those between the Israeli and 
Egyptian governments. 

The Egyptians are upset by the 
Israeli decision, but they are more 
interested in wrapping up as quickly 
as possible the final details of the 
peace treaty. The Americans, on the 
other hand, are continuing to 
demonstrate thelr personal pique by 
focusing on this sensitive issue.

Spanish parliament endorses charter - 


MADRID (AP). — The Spanish 
Parliament yesterday 
overwh endorsed the coun- 


try's new constitution, which 
guarantees human rights and 
deciares the state a parliamentary 
monarchy. 

Parliamentary sources said it 
appeared certain that King Juan 
Carlos would set December 6 as the 
date for a national referendum on 
the constitutional proposal. 

Passage of the constitution came 
in the midst of a campaign of 
political terror aimed at Gerailing ef- 
forts to make Spain a democracy 
after nearly four decades of dic- 
tatorship begun by the late General 
Francisco Franco.

A DOCTOR'S NOTEBOOK 
Dr. David Samson 


BETWEEN paediatrics and the in- 
ternal medicine of the adult world 
lies the somewhat undefined field of 


adolescent medicine. Until com- - 


paratively recently many doctors 
did not really regard this area as 
worthy of independent study, 
perhaps because of the not entirely 
correct belief that adolescents were 
basically a healthy bunch of people 


with Little need of medical attention. - 


This outlook is changing. Adoles- 
cent medical care is coming into its 
own 85 a medical speciality. This 
confirms something Jong known to 
family doctors, that although the 
overall demand on medical services 
by adolescents may be low when 
compared with other age groupa, the 
types of problems at this stage of life 
are often highly specific and may not 
be commonly seen at other times. - 

‘Many such complaints are, not un- 


naturally, associated with the par-_ 


ticular physical and mental! changes 
that occur during adolescence. Often 


any one problem contains both these - 


elements which are more strongly 
interwoven than at other ages. 

This was certainly so when 14- 
year-old Ran Levi came to see me 
not long ago with his father. Both 
looked quite agitated. : 

“Ran has been having pain in his 
knees,"" began Mr. Levi.'’There 
seems to be a tender lump on his 
knee on one side. Naturally hia 
mother and I are concerned in case 
this might mean arthritis or 
rheumatic fever, or something even 
more sinister,"’ he said, lowering his 
voice so that Ran wouldn't hear. 

I sensed that Ran was upset for 
another reason, ‘What ia it that 
worries you about all this, Ran?’ I 
asked. ᾿ 

“Well, the pains are not really all 
that bad," he admitted. “But I'm 
worried fn case this mey mean 2’ 
have to stop my basketball training 
with the team." 


Ran, his father explained, trained. 


with a nationally known basketball 


club and seemed a most promising 


prospect for its junior team. 

I began to examine Ran and es- 
tablished that the tender areas on 
both sides were quite definitely 
below and in front of the knees and 
that the joints themselves were en- 
tirely normal. On one side, there was 
a little elevated lump at the tender 
spot, I asked Ran when the pain was 
worst. He told me that exercise 
seemed to provoke it and rest to case 
it. he stressed that the pains 
weren't really all that severe and 
asked once more about basketball. 

“You can both set your minds at 
rest," I said. This isn’t arthritis, 
rheumatic fever or anything nasty, 
Mr. Levi. And, Ran, your basketball

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career isn't in any danger, This is a 
simple candition found in 
adolescents, especially boys, with 
the rather impressive-sounding 
name of Osgood-Schlatter's disease. 
But that's the only thing that need 
impress either of you about the con- 
dition."* 

The cause of this not too uncom- 
mon teenage complaint is rather 
obscure. It seems to stem from the 
pull of the tendon running between 
the lower end of the patella, the 
knee-cap, and the top part of the 
tibia, the big bone ofthe lower leg. In 
susceptible adolescents, naturally 
undergoing a period of rapid bone 
growth, strain seems to develop in 
this tendon and at its aite of insertion 
into the tibla. This is responsible for 
the pain and for the tender, promi- 
nent area that sometimes appears 
over the top of the tibia. 

I asked Ran to raise his leg 
straight up against the resistance of 
my hand, an action aimed at tens! 
the tendon concerned. Sure e: 
this provoked the pain, I added that 
the condition always settled down 
when the period of rapid bene 
ceased, if not before, and that there 
were never any after effects. 

T also reasusred Ran that in his 

articular case therc did not seem to 

@ any contraindication to his 
basketball] training. 

“We'll confirm the diagnosis with 
an X-ray," I concluded. “But the 
mainstay of treatment in this sort of 
case is patience and the judicious 
use of pain-killers, now and again, as

EVERY YEAR I see two or three 
new cases of Osgood-Schlatter's dis- 
6858 in young people. Usually an ex- 
Planation about the innocent nature 
of the condition and reassurance is 
sufficient treatment. Occasionally, 
when there is severe pain, it 
becomes necessary to order a period 
of rest from strenuous exercise. It is 
then sometimes worthwhile en- 
casing the area around the knee in 
plaster to ensure adequate im- 
Mobijisation to relieve the pain. 
Even in such cages, however, the 
condition eventually clears up com- 
pletely. Some doctors advocate in- 
jections into the tender areas; I 
have never found this necessary. 

I invited Ran to come back for 
review about a month later. I wasn't 
worried about the diagnosis — the X- 
ray had confirmed that — or about 
the condition worse, I knew 
from experience, however, that 
whereas ἐξ is easy for a dootor to 
hand out reassurance, it is often dif- 
ficult for the patient to accept it, 
even when he desparately wants to 
believe what he has been told, So 1 
wanted to make sure that I had rea]- 
ly set Ran's mind at rest. 

On the day of the appointment. 
however, Mra. Levi phoned me jn the 
morning to apologize, as her son 
couldn't te come and ase me 
that afternoon. It seemed that he had 
been picked for the junior basketball!

Thus only about one per cent of 
total agricultural output is ploughed 
back into research. The farmers 
themselves, who have the most to 
gain from this research, pitch in only 
about 0.1 per cent of total 
agricultural output. (There are other 
agricultural research institutions in 
the country receiving budgets, but 
the bulk goes to the A.R.O.) 

In industry, by comparison, three 

- to five per cent of total output is in- 
vested in research and development, 
In some science-based industries the 
figure goes up to ten per cent and 
higher. 

The Ministry of Agriculture istry- 
ing to flrid ways of increasing the 
participation of farmers in the costs 
of research and the extension ser- 
vices the ministry provides. 

The director-general of the 
ministry, Avraham Ben-Meir, told 
The Post that up to now the farmers’ 
contributions were on a voluntary 
basis. ‘‘Sometimes these 


agreements were good, and P 
sometimes they were not so satisfac- . 


tory,"’ he said. 

The ministry is now thinking of 
proposing 8. law compelling farmers 
to contribute a percentage of their 
output to research. 

Ben-Meir admits that this will not 
be an easy matter.

Tr AULCIS PERRY affair threatens to dredge up all the old 
and endless arguments over “Who is a Jew " with all their 
moral, religious, and political overtones.

Hapoei Tel Aviv's behaviour was underhanded and execrable. 
It contravened the most fundamental tenets οὗ. good 
sportsmanship, and of Jewish hospitality. Had the Hapoel func- 
tionaries been moved by genuine religious considerations to en- 
sure that Perry's conversion was beyond doubt, they could have 
quietly engineered his re-conversion here in Tel Aviv, by Israeli 
rabbis, without fanfare or hullabalico.

They should have had the wit and the decency 
to devise long ago a Hast of “recognized” conversion courts 
abroad, so that 2 would-be convert who intends to live in Israel 
as a Jew can be converted without fear of future embarrass-

Cairo ta congratulate President 
Sadat on the Nobel award, Sadat had 
asked him 2 question which he had 
not heard and which was not 
reported by the media from Israel or 
from Egypt. 


Sadat’s cuestion was: “How is 
your health, Mr. Prime Minister?" 

Begin said that had he heard the 
question his answer would have 
vdeen; “We both belong to the same 
club.

TT WAS NO accident that the cabinet

the complex and worrying question 
of U.S. aid to Israel] to heip cover the 
cost of the pullback from Sinai. The 
other will concentrate on questions 
of oil rights in Sinai after the 
pullback. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Modai, by 
dint of his job, was alzo named to 
both committees. But there is no 
such ἐκ officio rationale to account 
for Tamir's appointment. Rather, ft 
‘was "made in recognition of the very 
energetic role Tamir has played in 
the cabinet's deliberations during 
the Washington talks. 

By the same token, it was not by 
accident that Premier Begin singi- 
ed out Tamir for praise after last 
week's marathon cabinet sessions 
which endorsed “in le" the 
draft treaty brought back from 
Washington, but added a string of 
new ‘instructions to the delegation. 
Relations between the two men have 
been bitter in the past, and are no 
more than correct δὲ it.

political circles. 

Tamir himself is frankly proud of 
his “‘central" role. He explaing that 
even though he is normally one of the 
moderates among the ministers, and 
was one of the most enthusiastic in 
backing the Camp David accords, he 
Delleves: that now ls the: time. tor 
Israel to be touch.
